— Provided always ncvcrthelefs^ That the clear 
yearly value or income of the meffuages, houfes, lands, 
and tenements, rents, annuities, or other hereditaments 
and real eftate of the faid corporation, and the intereft of 
money by them lent fhall not exceed the fum of five hun- 
dred pounds. 

II. The officers of the faid company fhall confiff of 
twelve managers, to be annually elefled on the firft Men- 
day in January, at the houfe for the time being occupied 
for a Difpenfary, by the ballot of a majority of the con- 
tributors, who fhall attend in perfon or by proxy. Five 
managers fhall conftitute a quorum. And until the next 
election the following perfons fhall be managers, viz. Wil-

The managers fliall annually appoint a treasurer of 
the Difpenfary, who fliall give fuch fecurity as they may 
deem expedient, and an apothecary, and lhall alfo annual- 
ly and from time to time as vacancies may happen, appoint 
fuch and fo many attending and confulting phyficians and 
furgeons as the good of the inftitution may be found to 
require. 

IV. No contribution of lefs than one guinea per annum 
or ten guineas in one entire fum lhall entitle the contribu- 
tor to the rights of membership in the faid corporation. 

V. The board of managers fliall have power from time 
to time to make fuch bye laws, rules and regulations, pre- 
ferring the duties of the officers, and for conducing the 
affairs of the inllitution as to them fhal) appear expedient.

'ACH lady or gentleman, who pays annually into 
the hands of the treafurer one guinea y fhall be entitled to the 
privilege of having two patients at one time, under the care 
of the Difpenfary ,• thofe who pay annually two guineas, 
fhall have four, and fo on in the fame proportion ; and 
thofe who fubfcribe ten guineas at once, fhall be entitled, 
during life, to the privilege of having two patients attend- 
ed at one time by the phyficians of the Difpenfary. 

2d. A board, confifting of twelve managers, fhall be 
annually elected on the firjl Monday in January, by a ma- 
jority of the contributors. Votes may be given at all elec- 
tions, either in perfon or by proxy. Five managers fhall 
conflitute a quorum. Their bufinefs fhall be to provide 
medicines for the fick, and to regulate all affairs relative 
to the inftitution. 

3d. Six attending, and four confulting phyficians and 
furgeons, an apothecary, and a treafurer of the Difpenfa- 
ry, fhall be annually elected by the managers of the in- 
ftitution. 

4th. The 
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4th. The phyficians and furgeons in ordinary fhall re- 
gularly attend at the Difpenfary on * Mondays, Wednef- 
days, and Fridays, from twelve to one o'clock : and fuch pa- 
tients as are unable to go abroad on Difpenfary days, fhall 
be regularly vifited at their refpeclive places of abode. 

5 th. Every cafe fhall be duly attended, whether acute, chro- 
nic, furgical or obftetncal, if recov.imev.ded by a contributor in 
a f written note addrejfed to the attending phyftcian, agreeably 
to the jirft rule. The mitigation of the evils and danger of the 
fmall-pox, by inoculation, Jhall likeiuife be the objetl of the cha- 
rity of this institution. The attending phyficians and fur- 
geons fhall have a right to apply for advice and affiftance 
to the confulting phyficians and furgeons, when they 
think proper, in all difficult and extraordinary cafes. 

6th. The apothecary fhall refide at the Difpenfary. His 
bufinefs fhall be to compound and deliver medicines j to 
keep an exact account of the names, places of abode, 
difeafes, times of admiffion, difcharge, &c. of the patients, 
for which he fhall receive a falary of 
per annum.

* Such was the original defign — hut it having been found impracticable 
to give a proper attention to the cafes of the patients on this plan, two 
of the fix phyficians, in rotation, are now in attendance at the fame time, 
one taking charge of the northern, the other of the fouthern diftrict of 
the city ; and thus attend, alternately, at the Difpenfary, on the fix days 
of the week, and vifit, at all times, fuch patients as are not well enough 
to go abroad. 

f For the benefit of the patients (which has always been the leading 
principle in this inftitution) printed letters of recommendation, with the 
rules refpe&ing them fubjoined, are now kept at the Difpenfary, from 
whence the contributors may be furnifhed with them.

The many iaconveniencies arifing from the want of a 
proper fituation, induced us to endeavour to procure a lot 
of ground in a central part of the city, and to erect there- 
on a plain commodious building, for the ufe of this charity. 
We conceived ourfelves warranted to make the attempt, 
from a confideration that nearly fixteen years experience 
had io far eftabliihed the utility of the inflitution, as to 
excite a general defire that it might become permanent. —

donations of our fellow-citizens, which have enabled us 
nearly to defray the expenfe of the building — A confider- 
able part of the purchafe money for the ground, has alfo 
been paid — but for the remainder, as well as to fupply the 
annual wants of the inflitution, we are again obliged to 
folicit the aid of the benevolent. — The large increafe of

Form of Legacy to the Difpenfary. 

I give and bequeath to the Philadelphia Difpenfary the

It does not feem neceffary at this time, to point out to 
the Citizens of Philadelphia, the peculiar advantages of a 
Difpenfary — That the poor can be provided gratis with 
medical attendance and remedies, and without being fepa- 
rated from their families, are confiderations fufficiently 
forcible to recommend fuch an Infdtution to the attention 
of the benevolent mind — The mode of admifTion is made 
as eafy as practicable— none are refilled, whofe poverty 
gives them a claim for a ffi fiance— and it has been fully 
proved that in no way can a fmall charitable donation go 
further in the relief of diftrefs. 

From the fir ft eftabiifhment of the Difpenfary in this 
City in 1786, to the prefent time, it appears, by the re- 
gifters of the fnftitution that 17,500 indigent perfons have 
been fu mimed with medical attendance and remedies — It 
is alfo grateful to obferve that fimilar eftablifhments have 
fince been formed in moft of the large cities of the United 
States.
